In a prepared text, made avail- 
able here, he suggested the Com- 
munists may want a truce in Ko- 
rea so Russia can have a year or 
two to stockpile atomic bombs 
while is hopes the free world dis- 
arms. 


"It becomes greatly Important 


that we now give the acid test to 
determine the good faith of these 
Communist proposals," he, said. "A 
clear demonstration would be on 
their attitude toward the immed- 
ate 
holding of United Nations 


supervised free elections In North 
Korea. 


"Then, with a united, free Ko 


•en. the United Nations and the 
gieat powers should guarantee the 
ndependence, thi> territorial integ- 
rity and the neutrality of the Re- 
niblic of Korea."

No eyewitness to the impact has 


been found. Harms said there was 
no other traffic in sight when h« 
saw the mangled autos about 170 
feet ahead of him as he was 
traveling east on the highway. 


He said the woman identified as 


Margaret Smith was lying in a, 
ditch south of the pavement when 
he arrived and that she was still 
alive. She died within a few min- 
utes, he said. 


Thrown From Car 


According to Harms, the other 


three DeKalb residents were in the 
car. which was partly off the pave- 
ment to the south, and the Jellbo 
girl's shoulders were on the pave- 
ment while the rest of her body 
was in DeVrieze's auto. The latter 
car was partly in both lanes of 
traffic. Harms said. 


Harms said he first went to De- 


Vrieze. who unsuccessfully was at- 
tempting to get to his feet from 
the pavement near his car, and 
tried to comfort the man. 


Walter K. Smith, who lives about 


300 feet from the scene of the 
ciash. told a Telegraph reporter 
he heard the collision and imme- 
diately went to the scene, helping 
remove those in the DeKalb car. 
He said some of the persons were 
wedged in and that it was neces- 
sary to break the back of the 
front seat. Others gathering at the 
scone aided him.

Society Has Failed to Meet Its 


Responsibility to Youth 


In Los Angeles, authorities report that tens of thousands 


of dollars must be spent every year to repair broken windows 
and other facilities damaged by youthful vandals in the city's 
schools. 


In New York, the newspapers carry pictures of demol- 


ished park benches or lovely young trees uprooted, stripped 
of their bark, sometimes crudely chopped off a few feet above 
ground . . . 


In the same city, a suburban train halts at an outlying 


station and a passenger whose face is badly cut and bleeding 
is rushed to a hospital. He is the victim of "playful" boys 
who make a regular afternoon sport of tossing rocks through 
the windows of commuter trains . . . 


In Fort Lauderdale. Fla., college students "enjoy" theS- 


spring vacation by pitching coconuts through hotel lobby and 
automobile windows, stealing buses, smearing paint on public 
property, driving cars recklessly into parked cars and pe- 
destrians . . .

These are not isolated instances scratched up by exhaus- 


tive research. Antics like these are becoming pretty common- 
place in communities all across the land. 


This is no place for a high moral preachment on the sub- 


ject. The wrong of it is clear enough to anyone who can 
read. 


The important thing is what can be done. The answer 


rests, obviously, with parents, schools, churches and any 
other social forces or institutions which play a part in mold- 
ing and disciplining our young people. 


They must each examine into their consciences and de- 


cide whether they honestly can say they are doing all that 
lies within their power to guide and train America's young- 
sters wisely.

If they want, they can find plenty of impersonal social 


factors to blame for the problem of vandalism. The high 
divorce rate, with its legacy of broken homes; the great mo- 
bility of Americans from job to job and town to town, with 
its unsettling effects: the mounting city congestion and the 
tensions that go with this constant elbow-rubbing. And so on. 


But excuses like these won't do. Any more than you can 


justify a young basketball player taking a bribe by.noting 
that he has a gruelling two-hour subway ride to school every 
day. 


No matter how troubled the times or how swift the 


social tides, the home, the school and the church cannot 
escape the responsibility for building character and imposing 
discipline among young people. 


The proof that they can do this task is in the millions of 


youngsters with whom they succeed. The evidence they are 
not doing enough is found in the thousands of cases where 
they fail. Vandalism is one black mark signaling that 
failure.

ers in the Eisenhower administration thought they were 
getting a nice start on lopping off appropriations for gov- 
ernment public works, along come a couple of rude awak- 
enings to upset their sweet dreams of economy. 


The rude awakenings all stem from the brightened 


prospects for nn armistice in Kor*a and better rela- 
ions with the new regime in Russia, following the death 
of Premier Stalin.

As a result of these two developments, the stock mar- 


ket does a nose dive. It is feared that defense produc- 
lon orders will be cut back. 
The worriers begin won- 


dering if that will cause a mild recession in the U. S. 


The upshot of all these things is that there have be- 


un to ram down on Washington requests for the Eisen- 


hower administration to make some plans to relieve a 
lossible depression. 


Demands for this kind of action come not just from 


icople like CIO President Walter Reuther, who wants 
'resident Eisenhower to call a conference "to draft a 
.•orksheet for full production and full employment." Re- 
iubllcan politicians from various industrial areas around 
he country are writing to their congressmen—and prob- 
ably buttonholing those who went home for Easter week 
vacation. 


This new development reverses the pressure exerted 


on Washington before Stalin died.

"Cut to the bone all that awful waste and extravagance 
in Washington to give the taxpayers a break." Now it's,

The answer to the worriers is that they can stop fret- 


ting. 
Washington has on tap plans for at least $15 bil- 


lion worth of public works. 
Actual construction could 


be started just as fast as Congress appropriated the 
money. 


The Eisenhower administration had nothing to do with 


the making of these plans. 
They were made by New 


Dealeis and Fair Dealers. 
The Republicans might not 


want to use these particular plans for that reason. But if 
they wanted to start something in a hurry, all they'd 
have to do is reach into the nearest filing cabinets to 
pull out a whole sheaf of plans in various stages of 
readiness. 


Breakdown of the $15 billion estimate for public 


works is roughly as follows: Army Corps of Engineers— 
950 projects worth $R billion at 1951 prices: Bureau of 
Public Roads—state plus federal aid plans for 52.205 miles 
of highways estimated to cost $4.225 billion, as of April 
1. 1951; Bureau of Reclamation—a seven-year program 
involving 350 projects costing an estimated $2 billion. 
This is the big shelf of reserve plans. 


A shelf of smaller projects includes these: General 


Services Administration plans to build or remodel many 
U. S. Post Office and Federal office buildings. Costs 
might range anywhere from $500 million to $1 billion. 
Civil Aeronautics Administration airport program has 
$315 million unallocated out of Its original seven-year 
$500 million program which has four years to run. In 
addition. CAA hss a $150 million backing of unauthor- 
ized airport improvement plans.

tine, it now divided into four inde 
pendent 
states, Syria, Lebanon, 


Jordan—which is the Arab heart- 
land—and the new state of Israel. 
Most of Watkin's talk was devoted 
to Jordan. 


Jordan and Israel are divided 


along their entire length, 250 miles, 
by .a sawtoothed boundary. When 
fighting between these two states 
ended with an armistice in 1949, 
Ihe front fighting lines were taken 
as boundaries, with a deserted no- 
man's land between. Due to this, 
95 per cent of the holy places are 
now in Arabic territory, Gethsema- 
ne, Bethlehem, all the old part of 
the city of Jerusalem, even the 
traditional Wailing Wall. Techni- 
cally Jordan and Israel are siill 
at war: the land mines and con- 
crete obstacles called "dragon's 
teeth" are still in place and the 
road from Bethlehem to Israel is 
cut off by road blocks. There are 
frequent raids from both sides, 
although not with government ap- 
provals. 


During the Israel-Jordan war 


750.000 Arabs, according to Arabic 
estimate, fled from Israel in Jor- 
dan, leaving all their property be- 
hind. These refugees still live in 
makeshift shelters or in tent-cities, 
rootless, jobless, kept alive by 
United Nations charity, and long- 
ing for the day when they can re- 
turn home. Communists and fa- 
natics are using this misery to stir 
up 
hatred 
againsl 
the United 


Slates. Although the government 
officials were friendly and courte- 
ous, Watkin's party was sloned at 
one place and he was marked for 
assassination as an American em- 
issary. 


Dead Sea 


Jordan cannot help the refugees, 


it is too poor to support its settled 
population. Much of the territory 
is desert, Ihe arable land is worn 
out, its only industries are a prim- 
itive agriculture and herding, it 
has no mineral resources except 
those in the Dead Sea which are 
as 
yet undeveloped. Four-point 


commissions from the United Na- 
tions cannot see that Jordan can 
ever 
become economically ade- 


quate. 


In Amman, the capital 
city, 


there are automobiles and other 
signs of Western contact but else- 
where life is lived as it was 2,000 
years ago; loaded camels, women 
bearing burdens on their heads, 
men 
mounted on donkeys and 


wearing Biblical-looking garments 
pass along the road. 


Watkins warned against taking 


pictures of the Arabs, who resent 
it, and against eating vegetables, 
as they are fertilized from the 
sewers, also against tasting the 
waters of the Dead Sea which is 
seven times as salty as the water 
of the ocean. 


He touched upon an interdenomi- 


national mission, orphanage and 
clinic with which he has official 
connection; on the leper colony 
he visited, and on the excavations 
at Jericho where archaeologists 
are uncovering 18 distinct cities 
at different depths. The talk was 
illustrated with kodochrome slides. 
It left with ils hearers a sense of 
the tension and explosive possibil- 
ities that exist in the Arab coun- 
tries, and especially along the Is-

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Sex Hormones May Cause 
Breast Cancer at 55-60

DENVER. MP>—Sex hormones working secret ways on women's 


breasts between ages 20 and 40 may start breast cancers appearing at 
55 or 60. a physician said today. 


This is a clue to a treatment of 


breast cancers with both female 
and male sex hormones, which 
benefited a few women. It also is 
a long-range clue to prevention of 
human cancers. 


Start Tour 


The experiments were described 


to science reporters starting a two 
week tour, organized by the Amer 
lean Cancer Society, of cancer re- 
search centers in Denver. Salt 
Lake City. San Francisco, Los An 
geles, Houston, Tex., and Is'ew Or 
leans. 


The hormone guilt is indicated 


in mouse experiments by Dr. Rob' 
ert Huseby, University of Colorado 
School of Medicine. 


Specifically, he said, the fault 


seems to be in the amounts and 
inter-play of female and male sex 
hormones in the body. 
Female 


hormone stimulates the breast. 
Male hormone may protect the 
breast from too much female hor; 
mone. 
The balance of hormones 


may be out of kilter in women 
who later get breast cancer.

Dr. Husbey is using combina-

winter-long sleep and are groggy. 
As Merlin Camp, secretary of the 
Waynoka Saddle club, which spon- 
sors the annual event, put it: 


"How would you feel after a 


good, long sleep? Like pretty much 
of a deadhead!" 


So the hunters stalk the dens 


with their little forked sticks— 
snake-bite serum and suction cups 
are standard equipment with every 
group—and catch the reptiles near 
the head, pinning them. The Snakes 
are not injured, because hunt offi- 
cials will pay only for the live 
variety—50 cents a pound. 


Sell Snakes 


The Waynoka group then sells 


the snakes for the same prices to 
Arthur Jones, professional handler 
from Slidell, La., who resells them 
to zoos and amivenom plants. A 
few end up butchered and canned, 
considered rare delicacies in the 
"caviar set."

Staff work ranges from research 


and sending speakers to Republi- 
can dinners and doings around the 
U. S. to publicity which blows the 
horn for republican accomplish- 
ment, tries to win friends and to 


give the Democrats miseries. 


Hall is a political pro. He serv- 


ed seven terms in the House and 
has just given up a ?25,000 a year
